SUBJECT:  New Source Review Requirements for Lead

Recently, several Regions have requested guidance regarding new source review
requirements for lead SIPs.

The "Supplementary Guidelines for Lead Implementation Plans' contains a brief outline of
general SIP requirements. This outline discusses those portions of 40 CFR 51 regulations
"Requirements for Preparation, Adoption, and Submittal of Implementation Plans’ that were not
revised to account for the lead standard, but which are still applicable to the lead SIPs.
Specifically, the requirements of CFR 51.18 Review of New Sources and M odifications must be
satisfied for lead SIPs.

Existing permitting regulations adopted in accordance with Section 51.18 may be
applicable to lead depending on the specific exemptions included in the State's general permitting
regulation. In general, the NSR requirement for lead SIPs may be satisfied by smply revising
existing permit regulations to eliminate any exemption of sources that have the potentia to emit
five tons/year or more of lead.

The source size limit is based on the definition of a point source of lead which isfive
tong/year actual emissions of lead. The rationae for this limit is based on an analysis contained in
the "Supplementary Guidelines for Lead Implementation Plans,”" pages 73-77. Briefly, this
rationale indicates that sources which emit five tons/year of lead have the potentia to violate the
ambient standard for lead.
